ize. 
C eremonies attending the unveiling, originally scheduled 
for some time in May, have been changed to July 2 or 3, de­ 
pending upon temporary plans of the War Department for 
official observance of the anniversary of the Declaration of 
Independence. 
The date of the unveiling exercises of the 
North Carolina memorial will be fixed so as not to conflict 
with plans of the federal government for observance of 
July I. 
This information is contained in a letter received by 
Henry M. Scharf. manager of the Hotel Gettysburg, from 
Tyre C. Taylor, private secretary to O. Max Gardner, gover­ 
nor of North Carolina.

Had Fax Receipts 
Up to this year, however, tenant 
farmers, who had tax receipts to 
show for 1927, 
were allowed 
to 
vote because the election law pro­ 
vides that so long as a person has 
paid taxes within two years the 
right to vote shall not be.abridged. 
But the two-year period has now 
expired and unless {tending legisla­ 
tion is passed, restoring the suf­ 
frage, hundreds of tenant farm ers 
in Adams county will not be al­ 
lowed to vote this year.

remaining idle, idle he should remain.”

But he left 
something like 25 volumes besides innumerable contributions to 
literature that grow upon us all each year.
